i, In a tabulation of 139,285 Republican votes, all that had been 
received by noon today, Henry Lamm led John E. Swanger for the 
Republican nomination for Governor by 22,412. In a tabulation 
of 180,197 Democratic votes, Fred D. Gardner led John M. Atkin- 
son, his nearest opponent, 36,148. 

In the 1912 primary there were only 145,000 Republican votes 
cast, or 6000 more than have been counted. This indicates that 
‘the vote in the primary this year will be much larger than four 


years ago. 
1912 was 217,819.

The returns for Lamm and Swanger 
demonstrate the unreliability of pre- 
‘election reports. Swanger was the fa- 
vorite in the betting even in St. Louis 
where Lamn: received a plurality of 
22,896. Estimates that Swanger would 
win were based on an estimated plu- 
rality of 15,000 for him in St. Louis, and 
On reports from the State that he was 
leading Lamm two to one.

PARALYSIS CASES SET NEW 
RECORD FOR DAY IN NEW YORK 


217 Reported for 24 Hours, With 43 
Deaths—Scientists Confer on 
Treatment. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The epidemic of 
infantile paralysis reached the high 
mark today in the number of new cases. 


!The Health Department figures show 


that 217 cases developed during’ the 24 
heurs ending at 10 a. m. and that the 
death list for the same period was 43, 
two more than yesterday. 

A conference of bacteriologists and 
pathologists began here today and will 
continue for two or three days to con- 
sider methods of fighting the epidemic 
and of finding a specific for it. 

The Health Commissioner says he ex- 
pects there will be 5600 cases of infan- 
tile paralysis before.the plague is 
checked and that he does not think it 
can be controlled until cold weather 
comes. There are more children of 
well-to-do parents than weak ang under- 
fed children ill with the disease, he said. 

A consignment of 80 South and 
Central American monkeys arrived 
here today. They are to be used in 
experimenting by physicians of. the 
Rockefeller foundation engaged in 
seeking a cure for infartile paralysis.

MEAT STRIKER AT 
HOME, STRUCK BY 
A STRAY BULLET 


Alois Vidlak, 40, Wounded in 
Thigh When Fight Starts 
Around: Packer’s Truck. 


STONES THROWN AT AUTOS 


Vidlak; Who Was Not Participat- 
ing, Hit When Special Po- 
licemen Fire Shots. 


Alois Vidlak, 40 years old, of 704 South 
in the 


left thigh, when in the front yard of his 
home at 7 a. m. today, as a result of 
the first show of violence in the meat- 
cutters’ strike. 

Vidlak: is a striking employe of the 
Independent Packing Co., at Vandeven- 
ter and Chouteau avenues. According to 
witnesses he was taking no part in‘a 
demonstration which started when an 
automobile truck, loaded with meat and 
guarded by policemen, approached. It 
had come from the Swift Packing Co.'s 
plant at 3901 Papin street. 

The bullet which struck Vidlak was 
fired by Special Policeman Burke or 
Special Policeman Reirfwald of the La- 
clede Avenue Station, according to a po- 
lice report. 

The automobile carrying the meat. was 
followed by one in which were Burke 
and Reinwald. According to the. po- 
lice a crowd of strikers living in the 
neighborhood of the packing plant at- 
tempted to stop the progress of the au- 
tcmobiles, and stones and bricks were 
thrown. Burke, they said, fired four 
shots over the heads of the disturbers 
to intimidate them, and Reinwald fired 
one shot. 

Vidlak was standing inside the front 
gate at his home when he was struck. 
His wife said he had just arrived at the 
gate and was not in the crowd. His in- 
jury was not a serious one. 

Thomas L. Parks, 33 years old, 1554 
Gratiot street, a negro truck driver for 
the St. Louis Dressed Beef Co., Chou- 
teau and Vandeventer avenues, was 
arrested for carrving a concealed 
weapon yesterday. A policeman, who 
had been detailed to ride with Parks 
and protect him from strikers, noticed 
a bulge in Parks’ hip pocket and found 
he had a loaded revolver.

Commerce Commission Orders 
Railroads to Cut Rates to 
2.4 Cents Per Mile. 


TOLL IS UNREASONABLE 


Carriers Are Told to Make Rea- 
sonable Charge for Crossing 
Mississippi. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
in a decision at-Washington to- 
ordered the railroads operating 
‘between St. Louis and Illinois points 
to reacjust their rates to eliminate 
all discrimination against St. Louis. 

The decision was interpreted by P. 
W. Coyle, Traffic Commissioner of the 
Business Men's League, to méan that 
the passenger rate discrimination of 
$1.88 against St. Louis in favor of 
East St. Louis, in the rate to or from 
Chicago, must be abolished, and that 
passengers from St. Louis must be 
charged the same rate per mile as 
passengers from East St. Louis. 

The difference between the rates is 
due to the Illinois two-cent fare law. 
The fare from St. Louis to Chicago, 
under present schedules; is $7.50, 
while the fare from East St. Louis to 
Chieago is $5.62. This is due to the 
‘fact that the ‘St: Louis-Chicago rate 
is on the pasis of 2% cents a mile, 
while the East St. Louis-Chitago rate 
is on the basis of two cents a mile. 

Order for Reasonabl: Toll. 

The Commission ordered the rail- 
roads to reconstruct their rates on a 
basis of not more than 2.4 cents, a 
mile, plus a reasonable bridge _ foll. 
The same conditions that existed be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago, also 
|existed between Keokuk and Chicago, 
,and the railroads were ordered to 
wipe out the discrimination in btoth 
instances. This may be done by the 
railroads restoring the two-cent rate, 
or by raising the interstate rate to 
2.4 cents. No attempt was made by 
the railroads to increase the rates on 
intrastate business in !llinois. 

Following the decision of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission granting 
the railroads an increase of five per cent 
in freight rates, the railroads operating 
between St. Louis and Chicago fol- 
lowed the suggestion of the commission 
and increased their passenger rates, on 
interstate business Detween Missouri 
and Illinois points, to 2% cents a mile. 
The railroads, however, made no effort 
to increase rates in Illinois,’ where a 
This ad- 
vance resulted in a big discrimination 
against St. Louis, and the . Business 
Men's League filed a complaint with the 
commission, asking that the rates be 
equalized. 

Traffic Commissioner Coyle said that 
the decision was of very” great 
importance because there is also 
involved in general the very broad 
question as to whether. a _ state 
has the right through either a 
commission or its Legislature to inter- 
fere with or affect the functions of th: 
Federal Government to the extent that 
Anreasonxble or unjust discriminations 
between communities shall exist, or 
whether it is not within the scope or 
jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to so regulate all rates, 
whether interstate or intrastate, as to 
give full force and effect to their find- 
ings and eliminate unjust discrimina- 
tions whether the factors of such dis- 
criminations are State or interstate 
rates. 

B. M. L. Took Up Fight. 

The case was brought to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission by the 
Business Men’s League of St. Louis, 
which complained that St. Louis passen- 
ger traffic was having to stand dis- 
criminatory burdens on account of the 
new rates. The Chicago Associatien of 
Commerce and the Illinois Public Utili- 
ties Commission intervened to fight any 


changes in the Illinois rates. 
The defendant railroads were ordered 


to remove discriminations, wherever 
found, in accordance with the following 
findings of the commission: 

l. Passenger fares between St. Louis 
and Illinois points are unreasonable in 
so far as they are in excess of fares 
constructed on a basis of 2.4 cents per 
mile, plus a reasonable toll for crossing 
the Mississippi River. _ 

2. The existing bridge tolls for crossing 
the Mississippi River at St. Louis and at 
Keokuk are unreasonable. 

3. Passenger fares between St. Louis 
and Tllinois points subject St. Louis and 
its traffic to undue and unreasonable- 
prejudice between East St. Louis and 
the same Illinois points by more than 
a reasonable bridge tol). 

4. Bridge tolls excluded, passengers’ 
fares between St. Louis and Illinois 
points subject St. Louis and its passen- 
ger traffic to undue and unreasonabie 
prejudice and disadvantage to the extent 
that said fares exceed the fares to Chi- 
cago and these points when the dir- 
tances are approximately equal. 

5. The intrastate passenger fares on 
the reasonably direct lines of defendants 
lying in the territory intermediate to 
Chicago on the north and St. Louis an4 
Keokuk on the south and southwest, 
impose an unlawful burden off inter- 
state commerce to the extent that the 
basis permit of said fares is less than 
the basis permit for fares for interstate 
passenger travel between St. Louls and 
Keokuk and TIilinois points situated in 
the general territory first described and 
reached by reasonably direct routes of 
defendants’ line.

Hair Dresser the Executioner. 

As the party reached the shed where 
the gallows was erected, the spec‘al exe> 
cutioner, a hair-dresser named Ellis }- 
proached Casement and quickly pinioned 
him. The two chaplains, the Under- 
~neriff of London and ‘he Under-Sher- 
iff of Middlesex then took up their po- 
sitions in front of the scaffold. Case- 
ment mounted the gallows steps firtnly 
and commended his spirit to God as he 
stepped on the trap. A moment later 
the lever was pulled. The executioner 
received a fee of $5. 

Immediately the trap Was sprung the 
prison engineer and physician descended 
into the pit where, after the application 
of the usual tests, Casement was pro- 
nounced dead at nine minutes a(fter 
nine. 

A Coroner's jury found that the sen- 
tence had been carried out in accord- 
ance with the law and in a humane 
manner. Gavin Duffy, Casement’s so- 
licitor, who appeared in behalf of rela- 
tives, identified the body. 

Replying to a question by the Coroner, 
Solicitor Duffy said that Casement'’s 
health at times was very bad. He made 
a plea that the body be handed over to 
relatives, which the authorities, he said, 
had refused. The Coroner declared he 
had no power to interfere, whereupon 
Duffy protested, saying it was a ‘‘mon- 
strous att of indecency that the authort- 
ties dhould refuse the request.” 

It is customary im the case of pris- 
oners executed for crimes similar to 
that of Casement to bury their bodies in 
the prison yard, tn quicklime. 

An affecting fncident took place out- 
side the prison-wall as the execution 
was in progress. At the back of the 
prison a little distance from the jeering 
crowd about the gates was a group of 
sx>out 3 Irish men and women. When 
the clang of the prison bell announced 
that the prisoner had been hanged tis 
little group fell on their knees and with 
bowed heads remained for some nio- 
ments silently praying for the repose of 
the soul of their dead 
man. 

At the inquest the governor of the 
prison and the chief warden testified 
that death was instantaneous, Dr. Man- 
Ger: was asked by Solicitor Duffy 
whether there was any truth in the 
statement published that Casement had 
been Insane.

Ellis remained in the prison all 
night. Casement showed not the slight- 
est concern over his fate. He ate well 
and chatted freely and cheerily with 
two warders in his cell. After a hearty 
late supper he divested himself for the 
last time of his convict clothes and went 
to bed. He was notified that he would 
be allowed to wear his own civilian 
clothes for the execution, although he 
would not be permitted to wear a collar. 

Casement rose about 5:3) this mornin: 
From then until 7 o'clock, when Father 
McCarrell arrived, he spent the time 
reading the instructions of the church 
for assisting at mass and the taking of 
the first communion. After mass he ate 
a little bread and butter and drank a 
glass of water. He had very little to 
say to the priest, making only a few 
remarks about immortality of the soul.

“AMERICAN NEWSPAPER MEN 
IN BERLIN RROTEST AGAINST 
NEW CENSORSHIP IN LONDON 


They Send Statement to American Press and 
to Washington That Fair Reports From 
German Side No Longer Are Passed.

BERLIN, July 31 (by wireless).—kn- 
gland, apparently having added to the 
blacklist of American firms and the 
stopping of American mails and Amer- 
ican noncontraband, more or less of an 
embargo on news to American news- 
papers, all American correspondents as- 
signed by newspapers or news associa- 
tions to the central Powers have sent 
a joint statement to the American press 
calling attention to the conditions un- 
der which they are working, and which 
make it impossible to give the Ameri- 
can public a fair statement of the vital 
news of events from the German side 

of the great conflict. 

Ambassador Gerard also has been 
asked to communicate to Washington 
the protest, signed by nine correspon- 
dents, against the unfair censorship of 
London. 

Censorship Fair Until Recently. 

Until recently the English censors 
sent dispatches to the American papers 
in a spirit of fairness. Coincident with 
the allied offensive, it would appear, 
the English Government ordered an of- 
fensive against the American corre- 
spondents in Germany, with the result 
that, so far as can be ascertained, com- 
paratively little of the dispatches from 
the German side of the battle fronts s 
now getting through, while the Lon- 
don, Paris, Rome and Petrograd corre- 
spondents are sending columns of mat- 
ter about the allies daily. The unfair- 
ness of this to the American press and 
public, who, regardless of their sym- 
pathies, desire and are entitled to a 
fair statement and dispassionate re- 
ports on the situation, and the views 
of both sides, is evident. 

Is England’s case such that it cannot 
stand comparison in the eyes of the 
American public with the fair state- 


ments of the American correspondents 


from this side; that it is compelled to 
resort to the unsportsmanlike method of 
suppression and mutilation of news writ- 
ter in a spirit of fairness to all sides? 

Of 6500 words sent to the New York 
World and Post-Dispatch from the Ger- 
man front in the battle of the Somme, 
in five dispatches of several sections 
each, it appears that little mgre than a 
thousand were allowed to pass by the 
English censor, and much of that s0 
mutilated that it ic impossible that it 
could have been anything but an un- 
balanced and distorted picture. Other 
correspondents have had similar experi- 
ences. 

Political News Affected. 

Lately this London embargo on Ger- 
man news is also extending to political 
news. It appears that an interview 
with Herr von Gwinmer, head of the 
Deutsche Bank, giving a plain statement 
of how the German banks, after the 
Italian banks, under orders of their 
Government, had for an entire year vio- 
lated a solemn agreement for mutually 
respecting private property, signed by 
both Governments, had been compelled 
to take similar reprisal measures, was 
stopped by the English censor, not @ 
word reaching New York. 

Did England consider Italy’s case so 
weak that it was deemed expedient not 
to let the American public hear the Ger- 
man bank’s side? This would seem a 
logical question. 

A statement by Under Secretary Zim- 
merman on Germany’s views of the 
status of the Deutschland, obtained by 
the United Press correspondent, was 
killed in London. The same correspond- 
ent reports that the greater part of his 
dispatches from the Verdun front were 
stopped by the English censor. 

The same fate befell the dispatches of 
the military correspondent of La Nacion 
of Buenos Aires. The view of the Amer- 
ican correspondents is that England 
is resolved to compel the American pub- 
lic to accept her versions alone of the 
battles.

SEA: NO ENEMY 
WARSHIP SlaniTED 


Submarine Disappears Beneath 
Water Mile Outside Entrance 
to Chesapeake Bay. 


NORFOLK, Va., Aug. 3.—Somewhere 


out in the Atlantic today the German 
merchant submarine Deutschland and 
allied warships are believed to be play- 
ing hide and seek. The undersea boat 
passed out the Virginia capes, homeward 
bound, last night. She submerged a 
mile off the coast, shortly before 9 


o’clock, and so far as known here was 
unobserved by the allied warship patrol 
guarding the capes in an effort to pre- 
vent her from getting away. 

One of. the last acts of Capt. Koenig 
and his crew, according to Capt. Hinsch 
of the tug Timmins, the Deutschland’s 
convoy from Baltimore.to the capes, was 
to stand on the deck and give three 
rousing cheers for America and the 
American people. 

The final dash was virtually without 
incident. Eighteen miles up the Chesa- 
peake Bay, at the crossing of the Old 
Point and Cape Henry channels, the 
submarine began to increase speed and 
soon was hurrying toward the Atlantic. 
With but slight delay after reaching the 
capes she dashed into the sea and sub- 
merged. Only one warship, & United 
States torpedo destroyer, was sighted 
by the submersible in her entire trip 
from Baltimore, Capt. Hinsch declared. 


In Hiding Before Dash, 


For several hours before the beginning 
of her final dash the Deutschland lay 
hidden in a secluded retreat near Tangier 
Island, about 50 miles above Cape Henry, 
in Chesapeake Bay. A press boat sta- 
tioned itself near the dividing point of 
the Old Point and Cape Henry channels. 
Shortly before 6 o’clock first sight 
of the craft was obtained. Apparently 
she was about five miles away and was 
low in the water, only her conning tower 
showing. The Timmins wae a short dis- 
tance behind and they were traveling 
about seven miles an hour. _ 

As the Deutschland approached it was 
apparent that sne was carrying false 
superstructure, slightly lower than her 
conning tower. It was straw-colored 
and blended with the oilskin coats of her 
crew, which crowded the deck. When 
about a mile from the press boat the 
submersible began to clear away -the 


as if preparing to dive. 

As the Timmins came alongside the 
press boat, at a distance of perhaps 100 
feet, and with the Deutschland moving 
slowly cloge to her starboard side, Capt. 
Hinsch of the German war-bound steam- 
e* Neckar, who had charge of the clear- 
ing of the Deutschland, shouted through 
1. megaphone, ‘‘Who is that?’ .old that 
it was a newspaper boat, he shouted the 
information to the Deutschland, and 
then both vessels put on speed, mov- 
ing ahead rapidly. 

The Deutschland had been displaying 
red and green lights, set flush on the two 
sides of her conning tower. She put 
these out and she and the Timmins con- 
tinued down the bay. 


At a mile away it was difficult to 
see the Deutschland, painted to match 
the color of the water. The Timmins 
carried regular running lights and for 
the next ten miles the submarine’s 1lo- 
cation was followed by them.. 
However, the vessels had a clear 
path and they might have burned all 
their lights without endangering 
themselves. Only one vessel, a tramp 
steamer, passed them and she was 
far away. 

When the Cape Henry lightship, the 
Virginia.and Maryland pilot boats 
came into the view and blinker sig- 
nals were exchanged rapidly, the sub- 
mersible’s white light in the top of 
her periscope showing for the first 


time. 
.* 


Deutschland Puts to Sea. 

Decreasing her speed, the Deutsch- 
land hugged shore, while the Tim- 
mins passed out of the capes a short 
distance for observation. She _ soon 
signaled the Deutschland that the path 
was clear and the undersea freighter 
hastened down the channel and to 
sea. She signaled briefly to the Tim- 
mins with her periscope light. The 
signaling completed the light disap- 
peared, and with it the Deutschland. 


Capt. Hinsch declared the submer- 
sible would again go through the 
English channel. 

“There is no chance that the British 
cruisers will find the Deutschland,” 
he said. 

Confidence was expressed by the 
captain that the Bremen would soon 
make an American port. 

At Cape Henry today one two-funnel 
warship was visible, lying out beyond 
the three-mile limit.

C. McClung, Warden of the Missouri 
Penitentiary under the administration 
of Gov. Major, will not be re-elected 
chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee when it meets to organize Aug. 
22. 

It has been the custom for several 
years for the State committee to defer 
to the wishes of the nominees for Gov- 
ernor in the selection of State chairman. 
Gerdner would like to have Omar D. 
Gray, editor of the Sturgeon Leader, 
who managed his country campaign for 
the nomination. become chgirman of 
the new State Committee, but Gray has 
indicated that he has worked so hard 
in the primary campaign that he does 
not Wish to undertake the duties of 
the place. Gray Will leave in a few 
Gay for the Northwest, to join Mr. and 
Mrs. Gardner. and he and Gardner will 
spend several weeks hunting and fish- 
ing in the mountains. 

W. M. Fitch Considered. 

Some of Gardner's political advisers 
desire that William M. Fitch, a former 
assistant Attorney-General and at pres- 
ent a vice president of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., be made chairman of 
the new committee. [Fitch did a lot of 
quiet work for Gardner during the cam- 
paign and organized many counties for 
him. Payton A. Parks of Clinton, not- 
withstanding the fact that he was one 
of the strongest supporters of the Rev. 
Arthur N. Lindsey for Governor, is 
also looked upon with favor by Gard- 
ner’s closest friends. 

Next Tuesday the township committee- 
men elected at Tuesday's primary 
throughout the State will meet in each 
county and elect chairmen of the coun- 
ty committees. The ward committeemen 
in the cities will also elect city chair- 
men. 

The new county chairmen in each 
congressional district will meet Tues- 
day, Aug. 15, and elect two members 
of the State Committee from each dis- 
trict. This will be done by both the 
Democrats and Republicans. Under the 
law the new State Committee will mee 
Aug. 22, the same day that the candi- 
dates meet to draft their platforms, and 
elect a new’ State chairman. 

Chairman McClung supported Gard- 
ner for Governor, but Gardner's cam- 
paign managers have advised him that 
it would not be wise to select as State 
chairman anybody connected with the 
present State administration. , 

Republican Situation. 

Until the returns from the State prim- 
ary election show positively whether 
Judge Lamm or John E. Swanger is 
nominated for Governor on the Repub- 
lican ticket, no accurate forecast of the 
action of the new Republican State 
Committee can be made. If Swanger 
should win out, the present organiza- 
tion, with Judge W. T. Hukriede of 
Warrenton as chairman and William 
M. Kitchin as secretary, probably 
would not be disturbed. Even if Judge 
Lamm should be the party nominee, 
there is a possibility that the will of 
Walter 8S. Dickey, nominee for United 
States Senator, would prevail and that 
Hukriede and Kitchin would be re.- 
elected, although both. Hukriede and 
Kitchin supported Swanger. 

The shadow of Jeptha 
causing cold chills to flit up and down 
the backs of some of the local politi- 
cians, particularly Mayor Kiel’and Re- 
publican City Chairman Schmoll. Howe 
would like to be chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee. He organized 
the Lamm campaign in St. Louis, in 
conection with City Collector Koeln 
and Otto F. Stifel. The campaign was 
conducted principally along the lines 
laid down by Howe. He suggested the 
conference of Republican leaders from 
all parts of the State in St. Louis 10 days 
ago, whiclg had the effect of stiffening 
up the Swpport of Judge Lamm in nearly 
every part of the State. 

There is a possibility also that 
Cleveland A. Newton of St. Louis 
might be agreed upon for State chair- 
man. Newton was one of Judge 
Lamm’'s strongest supporters. He was 
a candidate for Governor himself un- 
til he made a tour of the State and 
returned with the statement his 
friends that he thought Judge Lamm 
was the candidate who could lead the 
party to victory in November. New- 
ton toured the Ozark County with 
Judge Lamm. 


Koeln a, Possibility, 
Collector Koeln, who was president 


of the Lamm Club, Which cenducted 
the campaign, is also figured among 
the possibilities for the chairmanship. 

The day before the primary electi »n, 
Collector Koeln told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that his figures showed Judgs 
Lamm would carry St. Louis by 21,00 
votes over Swanger. He assured Judge 
Lamm in St. Louls Monday night that 
he could rely upon a majority of 3),005 
Judge Lamm defeated Swanger in &St 
Louis by 22,896 votes. 

Schmoll will be re-elected chairmar of 
the Republican-City Committee, aa he 
and Mayor Kiel have control of enough 
members of the organization to ele :t 
him. Nat Goldstein probably wil! be 
nominated by the commmittee for Cir- 
cult Clerk to fill the vacancy on the 
city ticket. which could not be filled at 
the primary election, as Circuit Clerk 
Charles R. Graves did not die until after 
the date for filing for party nominativuns 
had passed. Goldstein was nominaied 
for this office by the old committee 
but the courts held that the nomination 
should be made by the new committee, 
as no vacancy existed until after the 
primary election.

The 
situation is expected to come to a crisis 
Aug. 8, when the result of the strike 
vote will be announced and another 
conference held between the representa- 
tives of the railroads and of the em- 
ployes.

he received. He contends that his own 
daughter is the girl retained by Mrs.

EXPOSING MR. WILSON. 

If we understand Mr. Hughes correctly, Mr. 
Wilson has done one or two good things, but 
wholly by accident and these are things Mr. 
Hughes could have done much better. On the 
other hand: 

President Wilson has substituted “weakness 
and inexpertness” for “‘conspicuous strength and 
expertness” at foreign capitals by cleaning out 
all the representatives of dollar diplomacy who 
had brought reproach on us abroad and putting 
our interests in charge of such men 4s Walter 
H. Page at London, Thomas Nelson Page at 
Rome, Brand Whitlock at Brussels, Henry Van 
Dyke, continued at The Hague, Joseph W. Ger- 
ard at Berlin, Henry Morgenthau at Constanti- 
nople. 

He has failed all along the line “to command 
the respect of the world by the personnel of 
our State Department and our representation 
abroad,” and what he did to Hank Wilson, Am- 
bassador to Mexico, proves it. 

President Wilson refused to recognize at Mex- 
ico City a homicidal usurper or assist in any way 
in imposing him on a people who would never 
have tolerated him. 

President Wilson was forgetful of the fact that 
officially he “had nothing to do with the moral 
character of Huerta,” as he might have ascer- 
tained by examining Repiiblican precedents in 
dealing with Castro of Venezuela. 

President Wilson refused to pick a favorite 
among the oil companies of Mexico or to carry 
on a war there in behalf of them or other con- 
cessionaires.

Springfield’s Electric Plant. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. ° 

Your editorial in the issue of July 21, indors- 
ing a survey for the establishment of a municipal] 
electric light plant in St. Louis is in line with 
the many good suggestions you are always giv- 
ing to your readers. 

When the survey is made do not fail to investi- 
gate conditions in Springfield, Ill. Here we own 
our own waterworks and have the cheapest and 
purest water of any municipality in the State. 

It is pumped from a subterranean lake after the 
water has been purified by passing through a nat- 
ural filter of 50 feet of sand. Our city-owned 
water system is one of Springfield's biggest and 
best paying institutions. 

We also have our own electric light plant, with 
which we light the streets and boulevards. We 
light the parks, the fire department, the city 
hall and all municipal buildings. 


Under the regime of our Democratio Governor 
Dunne, a law was passed giving to cities owning 
municipal electric plants the right to sell their 
surplus current to private consumers. 5; 

We have taken advantage of that privilege and 
now have over 600 custcmers, including among 
them some of the largest electrical consumers in 
the city. 

The average cost of production for the last 
three months, including taxes, depreciation, oper- 
ating expenses and delivery to consumer's meter 
was just 2 2-10 cents per kilowatt hour. The av- 
erage price paid by consumers was 3 7-10 cents 
per kilowatt, which gave usa profit of 67 per cent 
on the current produced. These figures are a 
matter of court record in an answer to one of 
three injunctions which monopoly has instituted 
against us in its effort to smother out competi- 
tion. 

These injunctions were filed by the Ttility Cor- 
poration of New York that has a franchise for 
clectricity, gas, steam heat and street railway ser 
vice in Springfield. In spite of these whee. 
weare triumphantly marching on to victory, kick- 
ing every setae out that monopoly has thrown) 
in our way. 

Oh, yes, St. Louts, we welcome you through the 
kindness of the Post-Disnatch to come to Spring- 
field -with your munici: i! electric survey. We 
will tell you many things that will be interesting. 

T will add that the business interests here. 
which are using our current, are saving from 40 
to 59 and 60 per cent as compared with the rates 
they formerly paid the monopoly.

WEATHER, HUMAN NATURE, AND STRIKES. 

Most of the railroad men whose preference has 
been consulted vote to strike. We are inclined 
to believe that a referendum taken in almost any 
line of employment under the same conditions 
would give a like preponderant verdict, to strike, 
independently of the justice involved. 

Human nature hates the humdrum and yearns 
for change. The idleness and rest that a strike 
involves, to say nothing of the excitement and 
the possibility of an improved situation at its 
conclusion, are not. without their appeal to 
wearied mortal flesh, especially when the ther- 
mometer is registering in the nineties. 

But “man must work” under any and all con- 
ditions, and we trust that a due sense of respon- 
sibility will counteract the mere human-nature 
inclinations, leaving the action to be determined | 
solely by grave considerations of justice and of 
general welfare. To avert a general railroad 
strike at any possible cost—at any cost possible 
to be borne by either the railroads or the men 
—is the broad duty of both sides in a crisis in 
which the whole country must be considered and 
consulted. Thought of the calamity that a strike 
would mean to every interest demands the ut- 
most sacrifice of both immediate parties. To a 
strike of general proportions the country at large 
is a party, and the interests of business and the 
people in general are vaster than those of either 
the railroads or the raflroad workers.

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STATE SANITATION’S LIMITS. 

If one goes out into the State via the railway 
lines, he notices, on the train. and at the way 
stations, evidences that the State Board of Health 
is active. There are sets of rules posted up, and 
they appear to be obeyed. 

But, asa mercial traveler remarked, as soon 
as one leaves the railway right of way these evi- 
dences cease. The traveler find no authoritative 
sanitation rules at the hotels and other places un- 
connected with the railroad. The common towel, 
the common drinking cup, and especially the neg- 
lected, out-of-date and wholly unsanitary vaults 
and outhouses, are as they were in the days be- 
fore the science of bacteriology had informed us of 
the danger of such conditions. 

We can hardly expect modern plumbing in the 
small towns that have no water systems. But 
the State Board of Health should extend its activi- 
ties to all places that pretend to cater to the pub- 
lic, especially hotels and restaurants. Every one 
of these should be compelled to obey the known 
laws of sanitation,

A UGUST gets its name from Augustus Caesar,

who was a nephew of Julius. The career of 

his uncle had been the most brilliant in 

history, and Augustus did his best to eclipse 
it. He got a rural credits bill through the Senate 
within a short time after he became Emperor, came 
out frankly for a big navy, established an imperial 
reserve bank, created a tariff board and federalized 
the Roman militia. Rome had no more constructive 
period than that in which he was head of the state. 
The child labor law, which had cost the life of 
Julius Caesar at the hands of Casca and other mill 
operatives, became a fact under Augustus. He also 
gave the women suffrage, introduced one-cent post- 
age, and forced an income tax law through the Sen- 
ate. He was immensely popular with the masses, 
and the Augustan Age, in which he lived and 
reigned, is called the golden age of Rome. 

However, Augustus still fell short of his illus- 
trious uncle’s fame. What he did not know was 
that war is a much more powerful factor in the 
lives of the great than all the agencies of civ- 
ilization combined. His advisors urged him to 
fight more and think less, but Augustus refused. 
He was under the impression that a great change had 
come over the world. He thought war had served 
very well the purposes of his uncle, but that his own 
could only be served in their turn by progressive 
acts for the uplifting of humankind. His old age, 
in which he realized his mistake, was the unhappiest 
of which we have any record. He originated the ex- 
pression ‘‘Father was right.’’ 

His choice of August as his monument was based 
upon a family tradition of the Oaesars that hot 
weather is the most enduring thing in the world. 
Julius Caesar went into this subject exhaustively. He 
found that while cold weather fluctuated a good 
deal and had notably done so during the glacial pe- 
riod, there was no record that hot weather had ever 
been any thing but plain hot weather. He 
took July as his monument, and his nephew took 
August. Whether they were wrong or not is easily 
answered by considering what people will probably 
be doing at this season long after the pyftamids have 
decayed.
